The titular description: 


Tom Mboya. 
President . of the 


‘Nairobi People’s Convention Party. The general impression of him. in 
Kenya: the hottest shot in politics. 


Mboya, thirtyish, with 
the build of a Rugby 
scrum-half, ‘is the rarity 
among politicians — a man 
who says what he means 
and eschews double-talk, 

Said he, his face looking 
even more startlingly black 
in contrast to his immacu- 
late white collar and shirt: 
“We are quite prepared to 
take positive action if we 
do not get what we want— 
soon.” 

QUESTION: “What sort | of

Paul Neubert leaves as little to chance as possible. 
This 36-year-old Frenchman, who has established 
a home in Hongkong, also has set up a busi-

Neubert is one, of the breed of 
pilots who have flown in Indo- 
China since World War II, sume 
of them members of the Foreign 
Legivun, some of them anything 
but mercenarles in the atrict 
sense of the word, 


Commercial airiines restrict 
pilota to BS hours of flying per 
month. But in the rough-and- 
tumble business that men like 
Neubert compete in hours mean 
nothing, ‘ 


During the past cight weeks he. 
has flown 430 hours, in Beavers, 
twin-cngined C-47§ and four- 
ongined Boelng stratolines. (The 
latter Js a pre-war plane which 
was the frst pressurised alrcraft 
built.
